REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Rollinsford: 

This  year  we  have  been  involved  in  the  completion 
of  the  addition  to  the  elementary  school  authorized 
during  the  past  year.    The  building  cost  was  greater 
than  had  been  anticipated,  and  as  a  result,  the  kitchen 
was  eliminated  and  the  activity  room  extension  was  cut 
by  twenty  feet.    It  is  planned  that  the  existing  kit- 
chen will  continue  to  be  used  as  the  food  preparation 
area,  and  if  possible,  a  kitchen  will  be  added  to  the 
school  at  some  future  date. 

We  are  disappointed  that  the  planned  addition 
could  not  be  completely  constructed;  however,  the  basic 
need — classroom  space--has  been  met.   The  contractor 
has  been  very  cooperative  throughout  the  time  he  has 
been  at  Rollinsford,  and  the  quality  of  the  construction, 
in  my  opinion,  has  been  good.   We  have  not  painted  all 
areas,  at  this  time,  again  due  to  financial  problems,  but 
plan  to  complete  this  phase  of  the  work  this  summer. 

The  enrollment  at  the  school  this  year  did  not 
meet  our  expectations  in  the  first  grade;  however,  we 
did  divide  the  large  second  grade  and  the  large  fourth 
grade  which  has  resulted  in  good  class  size  at  all  grade 
levels.   We  do  have  some  difficulty  anticipating  future 
enrollments.   This  is  due,  I  believe,  to  the  migration 
of  people  in  and  out  of  the  district.   We  do  know  that 
the  town  will  grow  in  terms  of  population  since  it  has 
large  open  tracts  of  land  available  for  homes  and  hous- 
ing developments.    I  hope  the  town  will  make  plans  to 
organize  and  plan  the  growth  to  ensure  that  whatever 
building  does  take  place  is  organized  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  community  as  a  whole. 

The  school  budget  for  the  next  school  year  reflects 
the  following: 

Teacher  salaries  have  been  raised  to  ensure  that  we 
can  comipete  for  new  teachers  and  offer  a  reasonable  salary 
to  our  veteran  teachers.   The  teacher  salaries  are  not 
high  in  relation  to  other  school  districts,  and  teachers 


are  in  demand  in  every  school  district. 

Pupil  transportation  appears  to  be  higher  than  last 
year  when,  in  actuality,  it  is  not.   At  the  school  dis- 
trict meeting,  a  total  of  $18,600  was  voted  last  year 
for  this  service;  however,  the  State  Tax  Commission 
ruled  that  payments  for  transportation  for  pupils  at- 
tending St.  Thomas  Acquinas  High  School  were  illegal 
and  would  not  allow  this  sum  in  the  budget.    The  At- 
torney General's  office  is  presently  studying  the  pro- 
blem and  will  rule  on  the  legality  of  such  expenditure 
in  the  future.   The  result  of  this  situation  is  the  in- 
clusion of  an  article  in  this  year's  warrant  to  raise 
additional  funds  to  pay  for  transportation  to  the  paro- 
chial high  school. 

Retirement  for  teachers,  the  nurse,  and  custodian 
has  risen  due  to  higher  social  security  rates  and  in- 
creased salaries. 

Equipment  costs  are  higher  to  provide  some  equip- 
ment for  the  new  addition  that  could  not  be  purchased 
through  the  bond  issue. 

Tuition  costs  have  increased  due  to  higher  per- 
pupil  charges  by  the  receiving  schools  and  an  expected 
slight  increase  in  numbers  attending  high  school. 

Supervisory  Union  expenses  are  higher  due  to 
salary  increases  and  the  addition  of  a  clerk-typist  in 
the  office  beginning  July  1,  I966. 

We  do  have  three,  and  the  possibility  of  four,  pu- 
pils attending  the  Great  Bay  School  for  the  Retarded  at 
Newington  which  is  reflected  in  the  budget  under  pay- 
ments to  private  schools. 

The  school  budget  has  a  new  item  included  entitled 
"Public  Law  89-IO,  Title  I."   This  item  refers  to  the 
possibility  that  the  district  may  receive  these  funds 
under  the  1965  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  act — 
federal  bill  for  education.   These  monies  can  be  used 
only  to  help  those  youngsters  who  are  educationally 
and/or  economically  deprived.    I  feel  the  district 
should  approve  this  expenditure,  and  realize  that  the 
funds  will  be  furnished  by  the  federal  government  shown 
under  anticipated  receipts  for  the  school  year.    An 


article  has  been  included  in  the  school  warrant  to  allow 
the  school  district  to  expend  funds  under  this  Act  for 
this  school  year  1965-66.    The  Attorney  General's  of- 
fice for  the  state  has  ruled  that  the  school  district 
voters  must  approve  of  any  such  expenditure. 

School  costs,  in  my  opinion,  will  continue  to  rise 
in  the  future  due  to  greater  numbers  of  children  to  edu- 
cate, new  and  more  costly  equipment  and  methods,  and  the 
higher  costs  of  services,  salaries,  and  materials.    Per- 
sonally, I  think  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  must  help  the 
local  communities  meet  the  greater  expenditures  that  will 
be  required  for  all  services.   One  cannot  expect  the 
limited  resources  available  to  a  town--the  property  tax — 
to  provide  the  funds  necessary  to  meet  all  expenses. 

This  past  year,  many  persons  have  contributed  to  the 
school.    I  should  like  to  recognize  Mr.  Stuart  Pickard, 
the  Assistant  Superintendent;  Mr.  Hatfield,  the  Principal; 
the  teachers;  the  transporter;  the  school  nurse;  the  cus- 
todian; the  lunch  director  and  her  assistant;  and  all 
others  who  have  given  of  themselves  for  the  children.   I 
also  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  recognize 
the  Parent-Teacher's  Association  which  has  recently  been 
formed;  it  is  my  hope  that  this  group  will  continue  their 
good  work  for  the  school. 

To  you,  the  school  board,  I  extend  my   appreciation 
for  your  aid,  advice,  and  cooperation.    I  also  should 
like  to  commend  you  and  the  selectmen  for  your  many  hours 
of  work  in  the  planning,  supervision,  and  completion  of 
the  new  school  addition.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  this 
annual  report  covering  in  part  some  of  the  activities  of 
the  Rollinsford  Grade  School  during  the  year  1965-1966. 

Elementary  education  is  usually  understood  to  mean 
appropriate  schooling  for  children  between  the  ages  of 
6  and  1^.    It  is  traditionally  thought  of  in  terms  of 
mastery  of  the  fundamentals  of  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic,  the  concept  of  elementary  education  has  been 
expanded  in  recent  years  to  include  the  furtherance  of 
all  aspects  of  the  wholesome  growth  and  development  of 
children. 

The  general  aim  is  the  fullest  development  of  each 
child.    The  goals  of  elementary  education  are  both  in- 
dividual and  social;  they  are  derived  from  the  basic  needs 
of  children  and  the  demands  of  modern  society. 

Modern  elementary  education  is  concerned  with  help- 
ing each  child: 

(1)  to  attain  wholesome  physical,  emotional,  and 
mental  health. 

(2)  to  become  efficient  in  the  tools  of  learning  — 
to  read,  to  communicate,  and  to  think  intelli- 
gently. 

(3)  to  grow  in  understanding  of  the  meaning  of 
democracy 

{h)    to  understand  the  physical  and  social  environ- 
ment of  which  he  is  a  part 

(5)  to  meet  and  solve  problems  intelligently 

(6)  to  develop  worthwhile  recreational  and  creative 
interests 

(7)  to  develop  his  best  powers  and  potentialities. 

FACULTY 

To  implement  the  aims  as  outlined  above  it  is  neces- 
sary for  a  school  to  have  a  faculty  or  teaching  staff.   The 
following  faculty  data  sheet  will  give  you  the  pertinent 
facts  about  the  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  Rollinsford 
Grade  School:

HOT  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

The  Hot  lunch  program  of  the  Rollinsford  Grade 
School  is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Kathaleen  Burke 
of  Rollinsford.   Mrs.  Burke  came  to  us  before  the  end  of 
the  last  school  year  and  filled  in  very  capably  after  Mrs. 
Wilson  left  Rollinsford  and  moved  to  Enfield,  New  Hamp- 
shire.  Mrs.  Burke  and  her  assistant  Mrs.  Rose  Roberts 
handle  the  lunch  program  in  a  very  capable  manner.    The 
menus  are  well  prepared,  balanced  and  appealing.   However, 
because  of  the  current  prices  of  groceries,  and  because 
the  Federal  government  has  seen  fit  to  reduce  the  amount 
of  reimbursement  to  h^^   per  child's  meal,  and  because  of 
the  price  of  25^  per  meal  per  child,  we  cannot  afford  to 
use  a  menu  similar  to  that  of  the  Waldorf-Astoria. 

A  typical  lunch  for  each  day  of  the  school  year  is 
as  follows: 

(1)  a  hot  dish 

(2)  a  sandwich 

(3)  a  dessert 

(h)    a  bottle  of  pasteurized  milk 

Cost  per  lunch  per  child    25^  per  day 

During  the  past  year  the  lunch  program  has  been 
feeding  an  average  of  172  meals  per  day.

Mr.  Gray  called  for  a  vote  on  Mr.  Jackson's  motion, 
with  the  Budget  of  $67,091.00  and  it  was  unanimously 
carried.

1  o'clock  instead  of  3  o'clock.   The  vote  was  close,  and 
Mr.  Rollins  and  Mr.  Eldridge  were  appointed  tellers.

State,  or  other  assistance  as  may  be  avail- 
able in  the  construction  of  a  sewerage  dis- 
posal system,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

A.  Labrecque  moved  that  Article  9  be  accepted  as  read, 
R.  Brunelle  seconded.   Motion  was  carried  with  a  vote  of 
78  in  favor,  and  none  opposed. 


ARTICLE  10.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $196, COO. CC  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  and  constructing  a 
municipal  sewage  disposal  system,  including 
sewerage,  interceptors,  pumping  stations, 
treatment  works,  and  such  other  related 
facilities  inclusive  of  land  acquisition, 
easements  and  rights  of  way  as  are  re- 
quired, such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  issu- 
ance of  not  exceeding  $196,000.  in  Serial 
Bonds  or  Notes  under  and  in  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act 
(Chapter  33  of  the  New  Hampshire  Statutes 
Annotated  1955  and  any  amendments  thereto) 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and 
negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  deter- 
mine the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to 
take  such  other  actions  as  may  be  necessary 
to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiations,  sale 
and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall 
be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  of  Rol- 
linsford,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

A.  Labrecque  moved  that  Article  10  be  accepted  as 
read,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Hill. 

Mr.  Leuchs  requested  that  the  Selectmen  bring  the 
voters  up  to  date  on  this  question.   Mr.  Rollins  responded 
that  they  have  made  no  further  progress  than  was  reported 
last  October, 

The  Federal  Government  will  pay  $69,000.  of  a  total 
bill  of  $26^,000.  This  remainder  is  what  the  Town  must 
raise,  and  the  State  will  share  ^0%  of  that.  Of  course 
these  figures  are  purely  estimates. 

Motion  was  put  to  vote,  and  was  carried,  with  76  in 
the  affirmative  and  none  opposed. 

ARTICLE  11.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Rollins  brought  up  the  State  Statutes  which  deals 
with  the  establishment  of  a  sewage  commission.   He  moved 
that  we  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  252  of  the  Re- 
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vised  Statutes  as  Annotated.   Mr.  Jackson  seconded. 
Motion  carried. 

Mr.  Fred  Green  brought  up  the  question  of  a  parking 
area,  and  Mr.  Rollins  stated  that  the  Planning  Board 
and  the  Selectmen  will  be  having  meetings  with  the  vari- 
our  business  establishments  regarding  this. 

There  being  no  further  business,  motion  was  made 
by  Mr.  Jackson  to  adjourn,  seconded  by  Mr,  Hudon,  and 
the  Moderator  adjourned  the  meeting  at  10:1+5  P.M.
